Anarchist Throws Bomb at the Royal Carriage as it Enters 
the Palace on the Return From the Wedding 
Geremony---Sixteen Killed and Many Injured 


Madrid, June 1.—Rejoicing over the 
marriage of King Alfonso and Princess 
Ena had a terribly dramatic sequel this 
afternoon as a bomb thrown from an 
upper window exploded with deadly ef- 
fect near the carriage occupied by the 
King and Queen, who escaped by an 
electric wire deflecting the bomb, but 
at least sixteen persons, most of them 
being of the military escort, were kill- 
ed and many injured. 
the tragedy presented a horrible spec- 
tacle with men and horses lying about 
torn to pieces. The bodies of the men 


were wrapped up in blankets and re- 
moved on litters. The pavement wag 
literally covered with blood. A Police 
Bugler's head was severed from hig 
body and two women spectators were 
killed.

Madrid, June ist.—Later King Al- 
fonso went with his bride to the palace 
chapel, where they offered up lengthy 
prayers. Premier Moret and Minister 
of the Interior Remasones are person- 
ally ocnducting an investigation of the 
outrage. The streets are jittered 
with scrape of clothing and ghastly 
relics of the outrage. The city hall 
has been used as a temporary hogpital, 
one of the dead officers lying in a 
hammock in one of the mayor’s offices. 
Squads of guards entered at fréquent 
intervals bringing litters beuring 
dead or unconscious victims. 

London, June 1.—A dispatch from Ma- 
drid to-day says that it was an Italian 
anarchist who threw the bomb at the 
carriage of the King and Queer of 
Spain and that after the explosion he 
committed suicide.
